Tree Growiuar from Cntttngn, 
Timber, shade, shelter, wind Ijreaka 
and fuel are more rcadilv grown from 
those trees multijjlied by cuttings than 
in any other way. The varieties thus 
mnltiplied from ontttngs are all soft, 
rapidly growing woods. Those with 
which we »ire acquainted are the willow, 
cottonwoo<l, Loixibardy poplar, balm of 
Gilead, liun or ba.sswood, etc. Ot these 
we reject the balm of Giload because of 
its sprouting from the routs. The boss- 
wood we esteem highly, but haye had 
no experience with it grown b<m caxr 
tings. 

The willow, Lombardy poplar aud Cot- 
tonwood — to the manor I n nw — hav.i made 
the greatest Hticfos.s in tliei)rairie States. 
We regard the buccess oi even these as 
best attained when the cnttbigs are set 
in soil well rotted and iu fine tdtli, with 
the weeds kept down hy mulclnng or 
cultivation the first year or so. After 
they get well rooted* they will look out 
for themselves. Ciittiug.s of either 
should be set in nursery style — about 
ten inches apart in the row, rows about 
two feet ui)art, and when one or two 
years (has grown trauHplautod a.s care- 
fully a.s a fruit tree to their appointed 
place. 

The best soil for the poplar is any 

Sood. dry soil. It is not particular, 
ounshing alike upon dry sands or the 
richest corn land or river bottoms. This 
is also true of the cottonwocd — growing 
not only from the cutting, but from its 
seeds, distributed everywhere by the 
winds :md growing everywhere that 
they con get a foothold, if the consiuniug 
prairie fires are kept away. *ihB ooikfton- 
wood well deserves greater encourage- 
ment than it receives. It lias as much 
value as a tree, atau. liug upon the earth, 
affording shade, shelter, proteotUm in 
winter aud ameliorat^iug influence JXpOD. 
climate, as the highly esteemed wamnt 
or hickoi7. Its Wood has some littie 
value also for fuel. 

The willow is also atlapted to a wide 
range of soil. Its wood is more valua- 
ble for fuel than eitJier of the others, 
making a valuable charcoal. The tree 
in all its varieties is thoroughly well 
adapted to swamp or slough grounds. 
There is scarce]^ a farm iu the prairie 
States btit has enougli of low ground, 
perhaps now waste, from which to grow 
vael and stakes, poles, eto., for 
the use of the form. Suppose wo 
tell how this may be readily done. 
The grass sward en a slough is very 
diilicult to subdue. Do not undertake 
it. Having a supply of willow cuttings, 
from two to three years grown iu tlie 
nursenr, begin the preparation of your 
^Tound for their rece]ptlon. Give your 
blough swai d a ikessmg of strawy ma- 
nure, straw, or spoiled hay, sufficient to 
kill the sod. This may be done to best 
advantage in August or early September. 
The sward will be considerably rotted 
by the next spring. If the trees axe to 
stand in rows, tlu' mulch should be ap- 
plied in rows, and to the space designed 
to be occupied by the trees — say to the 
width of ^ix feet. Use eare in taking 
up tlie y(mug wilUms to preserve the 
roots uumjured. that thev may make a 
strong and rapia growth from ths start. 
Give them a mulching of manure ^^uf- 
iicient to keep down the grains for a year 
or two, and m that time your willows 
will mixkQ a growtli that will astonish 
you. They tiourif-h best upon a rich 
moist soil. GraaM — a still' grass sod — 
will kUl them, however, as it will nearly 
all trees. Ikit with tlie gru-KS smothered 
by mulch for a few months, their shade 
will be equal to smothering in turn the 
most tenacious grasstw, and the willow 
will be master of the situation. It then 
ceases to be au object of care, aud be- 
oomei a souroe of profit. IU* is Uie 
course with all farm crops.- '

upland. The chief drawback 
l>y tire in <vik\ prairie countries. 

We would Dot be understood as reeom* 
meuilmg t^;e cultivation of soft woods 
over the more TalnaMa They must all 
lie uiulfipli'd or we must burn tod) 
without them. But w regard the fast 
growing, easily miiiiipiied aud started 
vaiities produced from cuttings as very 
u.selul, aud when the qui stiou of au im- 
mttliate supply is imUer consideration, 
as being gieatly i>referable to the slow- 
gro.\iiig varieties The well-planned 
store, brick or even wood house is great- 
ly preferable to the tent, and yet the 
tent answers as a shelter while the others 
are Iiei)ig produced. 

The vviliow uiay be shorn of its bran- 
ches like the i>ie-pl mt, every few years, 
h.tviug a care uot to cut below the head 
or part from whieh the branches spring; 
more will come. We nave mailed tnous- 
an Is of cuttings to Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, where they are giving the great- 
est ^atlbfuction.— IK 21. Gardner, in 
Chicago Weektp Herald.

When she became some- 
wliat calm, ^liss Craig, with a smile and 
countenance anyelic beyond description, 
asked: "Oh, papa, dear, do yon know 
where I have been ?'' 

"No. Ilattie, tell me nherc \<\\ have 
been. Let me kiK-w all about it,*" an.swer- 
ed the overjoyed father. 

"Oh, p.'ipa." I have seen heaven, and am 
to have my healtli restored lo nje on cer- 
tain conditions," she answered in vreat 
glee.
